"The unknown object observed this afternoon in the air 

of Haesleholm was spherical and robot-like” Captain | 

of the Trans Air Sweden Company told the Swedish telegraph service tonight. 
“RO was Sie who first sighted the strange ob ect described by the 

Defense Steff in a communique this evening. The object was also observed 
by his mechanic, Ole Johansson. 


"It vas something new I saw. Of that there is no doubt, said aaa 

who served in the RAF during the war and rade about 30 raids from North 
Africa and Italy. “Suddenly, on my right, I. saw something which I first 
thought was a jet plane. It was a narrow silhouette approaching with 
trenendous speed. 1 immediately warned my only passenger, Johansson, 
the mechanic. I had only four seconds in which to make my observations, 
Vhen the strange body came nearer I could see it was a metallic, silvery 
thing, perfectly symmetrical. It was definitely not a meteor or other 
celestial body. It proceeded below our aircraft without leaving any 
trade of gas or condensation.

"When I had seen the thing for about four seconds it disappeared under the 
x0se of our plane. But the mechanic who had a better downward and rear 
rlew, could follow it for a further five seconds,’ Captain aml, 
concluded. 


It was erroneously reported in our 1800 news bulletin that the object was 
observed for six to seven minutes. It should have been six to seven seconds. 
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This report forwards information on the "unknown" object sighted on 17 December 
11953 by Captain SF qa aS, near Hassleholm, Sweden. Included is a translation 
of ‘tain gg iis: description of the incident, as reported in an interview 
with the local press, There is also a brief character sketch of Captain 
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la newspaper account of the incident: 


On Thursday, 17 December 19535, while flying near Hissleholm, Sweden, Captain 


‘sighted an "unknown" object. The following is the translation of 


"The chief pilot of Transair, Capt. Ulf Christiernsson, and his crew 
chief, Olle Johansson, had a strange meeting over Hisglehol at 1437 pours 
Tuwsday. A shining metal spherical elliptical object came toward then 
traveling in the opposite direction from their machine at an estimated speed 
of sound and approximately 600 meters below their DC-3, which waa on its way 
fron Bulltofta to Bromma, It was visible six to seven seconids; Capt. Caris- 
tiernsson, who had good silhouette recognition, stated that wiat he saw was 
something absolutely new, possibly an unmanned robot, 


"The Transair plane was antonatic controls when the meeting occurred, 
Capt. Christiarnsson did not have time for any measures other than to report 
to Bullteofta and the Defense Stafl, wiich later sent out the following con- 
munigue ;

time in question. An investigation is being concucted,' 

"Previously I have been extremely skeptical about all the stories of 
“mysterious objects -- called flying saucers <= that have been seen at diverse 
points, said the Captain, Now I don't know exactly what te think; but it did 
Seem to me that we had sean a robot of some kind. «hen I first caugnt sisht 
of the object, which like us was in the civil air corridor, [ thought it was a) 
jet. .¢ had, nowever, received no word that any such thing was on the way. | 


"The object came toward us at what I would say wes the speed of sound; 
we were flying at an altituce of approximately 2,150 meters and the object was] 
around 600 meters below us. It was going in a soubnresterly direction and 
disappeared after six or seven seconds. | 


"The object had a strong metal shine; the crew chief, Johansson, who conl 
see it longer tian I, thoryrht it ras almost phosshorescent. The flying weather | 
Was excellent above the clouds, which were at an altitude of about 1500 netlers 
and the sun was shining brightly. The object was proceeding just above the 
clouds. 


"The first silhouette I vot diaronrally fron the richt wus narrov,. «hen 
it was nearly directly uncer us, agrevar, I saw that it was nenriy round, just 
slightly elliptical,

"The object, which coule definitely not have been a mete wr, Have off no 
waste gases or concensation traces, 


“as I afraid? Wo, but curious, very curious, concluied Captain Chrises 
tiernsson, 


"Christiernsson has seea just about everything in aviation and his very 
good silhouette recognition. From 19.2 to Ilo he was 4 volunteer sérving in 
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the Royal Air Force. He finished as a captain in the British Air Force, after 
making some thirty raids in a Mosquito against enemy territory, in heth North 
Africa and Italy. 

"Air Force Chief, General Nordenskiold, announced that it had been escer- 
tained that the object could not have been any Swedish aircraft. 


"ve are now investigating,’ he continued, ‘what our radar stations might 
have spotted,!"
